A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarl^ Office is unnecessary.

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner and Mr. Taylor discussed the claims of the April '08 
proposed amendment. The examiner stated that as presented he would maintain the rejections. The examiner and the 
applicant reveiwed the application once again. After further review of the disclosure, the applied references and the 
prior art the examiner noted that if the claims as presented in the April '08 amendment were further amended to include 
the material of original claim 6 then the claims would be favorably considered. By amending the claims to include the 
limitations of the housing being made of a polymeric material, in combination with the already present limitations of the 
the motor casing being low profile having a one inch thickness and an electrical connection device for coupling with a 
socket in a motor vehicle, claim 1 is placed in condition for allowance. Such a combination of elements along with the 
sealing limitation which enables the motor to be subjected to highly pressurized liquids is not obvious in view of the 
prior art. In particular, the McAvenna reference which discloses a motor having such a seal is utilized in a motor which 
operates in a food processing or industrial plant where frequent high pressure washing of the machines must be done. 
It would not be obvious to use such a sealing element in a small stand alone air circulation device which is designed to 
constructed primarily of polymeric materials.
